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Schools are 
celebrating 
league leap 

Children and teachers in Walsall are celebrating 
after proving to be the most improved in the region 
in the latest primary league tables. 

The borough climbed from 104 to 79 in this year’s 
SATs rankings for Key Stage 2. Top of the table was 
Pool Hayes Primary in Willenhall. Among the other 
high achievers in science, English and maths were 
Watling Street in Brownhills. 

It is named with St Joseph’s Catholic in Darlas- 
ton, which has increased by 22.6 per cent in English 
since 2008. 

Palfrey Junior was named in top 200 most 
improved schools across the country in the statistics 
released today. 

Altogether the number of schools with 100 per 
cent reaching Level 4 in science was 10, and in 
English and maths was three. 

In schools where students did not take the SATs 
papers, teacher assessments were used so that all 
students’ efforts were acknowledged at school level. 

Cabinet member for children’s services, Council¬ 
lor Rachel Andrew, said: “These are excellent results 
which prove that all the hard work by students, 
teachers, schools and professionals is paying divi¬ 
dends for our young people in Walsall. We are seeing 
improvements each year.” 

There were also smiles at Leamore Primary school 
for being among one of the top schools in the borough 
for its SATs results. 

The progress of the school was recognised after 
being highlighted as one of the top 10 in Walsall for 
level four in English, Science and maths. 

It was in the top two in the borough for contextual 
value added, which measures how well a school 
helps pupils progress while tackling deprivation, 
ethnicity and gender. The school in Bloxwich Road 
has been a pioneer of teaching technology with 
pupils embarking on a GCSE IT course before even 
starting secondary education. 

Last year it launched its own pupil radio station, 
Little Monsters Radio. Headteacher David 
Brownsword said he was “absolutely thrilled” with 
today’s announcement. 



105-year-old town bakery closes ‘owing £40,000’ 

ARREARS 
RENT SEES 
BAKER SHUT 


A family-run bakery in the heart of Walsall has 
closed down leaving 19 people out of work after 
running up rent arrears. 

Hollands Craft Bakery in John Street has been 
forced to close due to owing more than £40,000 in rent. 
Bosses Howard and Gwen Smith, who are both in their 
70s, said they had now lost their life savings of more 
than £130,000 and were heartbroken to let their 
workers go so near to Christmas. 

Hollands, established 105 years ago, is the second long¬ 
standing bakery in Walsall to shut in recent weeks following 
the collapse of Fletchers Foods Ltd in Stafford Street, which 
folded after 70 years due to money troubles. 

Hollands has been closed since last week after bailiffs 
moved in and placed a legal notice in the window saying Mr 
and Mrs Smith owed rent. Grandfather-of-five Mr Smith, 
aged 75 of Chester Road, Brownhills, said the landlord had 
asked for £40,000 in rent. Mr Smith said: “There has been a 
very complicated dispute over rent and we will never open 
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Drunk mother jailed for 
arson at petrol station 


A drunk mother who deliberately 
started a blaze at a Walsall petrol 
station that could have sparked a 
massive disaster has been jailed for 
four years. 

Leanne Taylor grabbed a five-litre 
can of paraffin and poured it over bags 
of charcoal also for sale on the forecourt 
of the Jet Garage in Walsall town 
centre, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Then the 24-year-old set fire to a bag 
with her lighter. The flames were 
stamped out before they could take 
hold and spread to butane gas canis¬ 
ters and petrol pumps. 

Prosecutor Mark Rees said: “It 
burned one bag of charcoal but fortu¬ 
nately the flames spread no further 
because of the actions of a man who 
was leaving the garage. 

“When the security guard came out 
of the booth to see what was happening 
Taylor went to hit him. The police were 
called and she was abusive. She later 


admitted what she had done but had no 
recollection of events.” 

The incident happened at 11.30pm 
on July 19 and was captured by the 
garage’s CCTV cameras, said Mr Rees 
in court last week. It came less than a 
month after Taylor had received a sus¬ 
pended jail sentence for affray. 

She was seen throwing things 
around the garage forecourt before 
picking up the paraffin and emptying it 
over other items stacked up for sale, 
the court heard. 

Tim Sapwell, defending, said: “She 
was very drunk at the time. This was 
compounded by medication she was 
taking for severe post natal depression. 

“She could not believe what had hap¬ 
pened until she saw the CCTV film. 
She admitted that she was the woman 
in the pictures and was appalled by her 
behaviour.” Taylor, of Dolphin Close, 
Goscote, Walsall, admitted committing 
arson while reckless to whether life 
was endangered. 


“It is very upsetting for me 
and the wife, we put our life 
savings and our hearts and 
souls into that business. 

Heartbroken 

“We have had to put 19 people 
on the dole just before Christ¬ 
mas. We are heartbroken.” 

Hollands was based in a 
former chapel and also oper¬ 
ated a popular sandwich shop. 
The landlord of the building is 
Brian Lowndes Print Ltd. 

Mr Lowndes said: “There is 
no dispute over rent. It hasn’t 
been paid for 12 months. We 
have given them plenty of 
opportunity to pay and have 
been very patient. 

“If they had paid, they would 
still be open.” 

With a £250,000 investment, 
Mr and Mrs Smith, took on the 
business six years ago from Mr 
Smith’s lifelong friends Frank 
and John Holland. 

Mr Smith said: “We gave up 
our retirement dreams in Spain 
to take on the business after 
Alan died of cancer. 

“He was my childhood friend 
and I wanted to carry on the 
business he had worked so hard 
on all of his life.”

Council will 
suffer £30m 
funding cut 

Walsall Council will be stripped of almost £30 
million in government grants over the next two 
years. The borough will lose £19.5m of its grants 
next year. 

This is a reduction of 6.6 per cent, and will be fol¬ 
lowed by £9.7m in 2012. 

Across the Black Country and Staffordshire, coun¬ 
cils and police will lose more than £188m over the 
next two years. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird today said he 
felt it was “inevitable” the reduction in government 
cash would result in more job losses. 

But it was too soon to say how many. 

In the rest of the Black Country, Sandwell will see 
£23.7m come off its grants next year followed by 
another £11.7m cut the year after that. 

Wolverhampton is losing £20.4m and £9.6m the 
year after taking its annual budget in 2011 to 
£292m, while Dudley will be stripped of £9.5m in 
2011 and £8.3m in 2012. 

West Midlands Fire Authority will lose £6.7m, 5.6 
per cent of its funding, in 2011 and £2.5m in 2012 
and West Midlands Police will see funding fall from 
£513.8m to £480.3m. 

Councils have already been gearing up for major 
cutbacks. 

Walsall is preparing to save £65m over the next 
three years through more than 400 job losses and 
the closure of libraries and Darlaston Market.

Art teacher dies 
in car collision 

A former art teacher from Walsall was killed in a 
road smash which left his car trapped underneath a 
lorry. Ian Preston, aged 39, was driving his Ford 
Focus when it hit a parked lorry. 

He was head of art at St Francis of Assisi School in 
Aldridge for six years and was said to be an “inspira¬ 
tion” to students. 

He left in January to take up a teaching advisory 
role in Walsall but maintained close links with the 
school. 

News of his death was broken to the children at 
the school last week, and tributes left at the scene of 
the crash in Chester Road, Erdington, described him 
as an inspiration. 

Philomena Mullins, the headteacher of the Erd¬ 
ington Road school, said the pupils were “devas¬ 
tated” by the news. She said: “There are pieces of art 
inspired by Ian in the school. Every visitor has com¬ 
mented on them.”

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Rock cafe closes suddenly 


A popular bar and nightclub in 
Walsall town centre has sud¬ 
denly closed, less than a year 
after its future was secured. 

Chicago Rock Cafe in Lichfield 
Street was one of the branches 
saved in April after its parent 
company went into administra¬ 
tion. 

But the venue, which recently 
welcomed chart topping Oily 
Murs, has now shut unexpect¬ 


edly. A failure to renegotiate the 
lease with the landlord has been 
blamed for the decision by 
Atmosphere Bars and Clubs Ltd 
which runs the chain. 

At least 10 jobs have been lost 
after bosses pulled the plug on 
the bar which has operated for 
around a decade. 

The building is now being 
cleared before officially ceasing 
to trade. Atmosphere Bars and 


Clubs chief executive David 
Crabtree said: “We are disap¬ 
pointed. We have had lots of suc¬ 
cessful years and have provided a 
good facility for the people of 
Walsall. We have been trying to 
negotiate a new rent level with 
the landlord which we haven’t 
been able to do. We have decided 
not to stay on with the current 
rent levels as we are not making 
enough money.” 


Flocking to services 


More than 1,200 people flocked to a 
series of festive celebrations at 
Walsall’s oldest place of worship. 

Scores of people were at St 
Matthew’s Church for the Cinderella 
pantomime and a Christmas Memo¬ 
rial Service attracting more than 450 
worshippers. Another 350 were at the 
church Sunday services recently, com¬ 
bined with figures from the Walsall 
Hospice’s Light Up Your Life Service 
on Monday. St Matthew’s rector, the 


Rev Colin Gibson, said the weekend 
brought more than 1,200 through its 
doors. 

Other developments include a new 
Messy Church project for families 
unable to get to Sunday services at 
the hilltop site. It is the latest church 
to set up the informal worship service 
featuring art and craft, storytelling 
and food. The pirate-themed launch 
event this year attracted 40 adults 
and children. 


Burglar 
is sent 
to jail 

A serial burglar who 
was part of a gang that 
stole nearly £250,000 of 
goods from businesses in 
Walsall has been jailed 
after handing himself in. 

Marc Allsopp, 31, of 
Westville Road, Walsall, 
pleaded guilty to bur¬ 
gling four properties. 

He also gave police 
details of 15 other bur¬ 
glaries and thefts to be 
taken into consideration 
when he was sentenced. 

Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard that 
on April 11 of this year 
Allsopp walked into 
Walsall Police Station 
and confessed to the 
crimes, which date from 
between 2004 and 2006. 

Mr Oliver Duncan, 
defending, said Allsopp’s 
“conscience was pricked” 
and he decided to turn 
himself in. 

Allsopp, whose partner 
is due to give birth to his 
first child in May, will 
serve 12 months in 
prison before being 
released on licence. 

Mr Julian Elcock, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court 
Allsopp, along with four 
other men, broke into the 
four firms in Walsall 
between March 2005 and 
January 2006 including 
Motorsport 
Wheels,Walsall Kitchens 
and Bathrooms, Spot- 
wood Images and Clear¬ 
ance Bargains at the 
Jerome Retail Park.

Fat levels in 
region are 
highest in EU 

Obesity levels in the West Midlands are the 
highest in Europe, latest figures claim. The statis¬ 
tics from the Association of Public Health Observa¬ 
tories show that the UK is the fattest member of the 
EU. 

The West Midlands has the highest level of obesity 
in the UK. The survey compared all regions across 
27 countries in Europe using 37 health indicators in 
2006. 

The UK as a whole scored particularly badly on 
obesity - being the fattest nation of all. 

Within the UK it was the West Midlands that had 
the highest percentage of obese adults at 29 per 
cent - nearly double the EU average of 14 per cent 
and much higher than the 19 per cent rate seen in 
London. 

The UK also performs badly on female cancer sur¬ 
vival and infant deaths. The UK’s female death rates 
from cancer were also shown to be among the worst 
in Europe. 

But general life expectancy figures in the UK are 
slightly better than for EU counterparts and the 
nation also excels at treating heart disease. 

The UK’s early action on smoking has had a very 
positive impact on health, the report authors say. 

Professor Steve Field of the Royal College of 
General Practitioners, a practising GP at the Belle¬ 
vue Medical Centre in inner-city Birmingham, said: 
“I’m appalled by the figures. 

“I feel ashamed as a GP working in the West Mid¬ 
lands that this area has the highest percentage of 
obese adults in Europe. 

“I hope we will be able to do more in the future to 
get people to take responsibility for their own 
health.” 

But Dr Claire Bradford and Professor John 
Wilkinson, who compiled the report, said the infor¬ 
mation could help the UK improve its track record. 

Dr Bradford said: “This type of data allows us to 
compare not just between countries but within coun¬ 
tries and to look at what is going well and what is 
not.” 


Estate will get 
CCTV cameras 

A Walsall housing estate landlord is to put up 16 
CCTV cameras in a £10,000 scheme to combat anti¬ 
social behaviour. Yobs are playing loud music from 
cars late at night, prompting calls to police about the 
constant nuisance in Treyamon Road, Park Hall 
estate. The problems have led Steve Healey, land¬ 
lord of the precinct — which also includes 17 shop 
units — to agree to the installation of 16 cameras. The 
equipment would digitally record incidents. 

Mr Healey, from Essex-based Metro private 
investment company, said they could access the 
footage when complaints are made and take action if 
necessary. 

He said: “We are just sorting the contractors at the 
moment and hope to get the cameras in place in the 
next few weeks, but it won’t be before Christmas. We 
are hoping it will put an end to the problem.” 

Walsall Council’s area partnership team, local 
police, Accord Housing, shop owners and the commu¬ 
nity have been working together to clamp down on 
anti-social behaviour in Park Hall for weeks. 

Residents’ calls for help led the agencies to work 
together and push for change, and the neighbour¬ 
hood watch group has agreed to stump up £200 to 
install signs warning would-be trouble makers the 
area is under surveillance. Communities chief 
Councillor Zahid Ali, said: “We held several meet¬ 
ings with members of the local community and there 
was no doubt there has been a significant anti-social 
behaviour problem in parts of Park Hall.”

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Boxing 
Day bus 
booster 

More than 150 Boxing Day bus 
services will run throughout the 
Black Country and Birmingham this 
year, transport bosses said. 

It is hoped the high number of serv¬ 
ices will bring more bargain-hunting 
shoppers out into the town centres 
and help to provide a boost for trade in 
the region. 

Centro, National Express West 
Midlands and other bus companies 
have worked together to offer more 
services than ever before. 

Two services have been introduced, 
the X96 from Dudley to the Merry Hill 
Shopping Centre and the 302 from 
Walsall to Lower Farm. 

Birmingham’s 76 route has also be 
extended to run from Kings Heath to 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Edg- 
baston. Centro has bolstered the 
Boxing Day network by subsidising 
extra services. 

Chairman Angus Adams said: “We 
were keen that workers and shoppers 
could get into the main retail centres 
early and easily.” 

Boxing Day bus services will 
operate between 9am and 7.30pm, 
with a flat fare of £1.70 adult and 85p 
child. The Midland Metro will operate 
a 15-minute service between 10am 
and 6pm. No trains run Boxing Day. 

On December 27 and 28, a Sunday 
service will operate on most routes. 
Train services will operate to a 
reduced timetable, with stations on 
the Cross City line between Birming¬ 
ham New Street and Redditch served 
by a rail replacement bus. 

The Midland Metro will operate as 
a Sunday service. On December 29 to 
New Year’s Eve, most bus services will 
operate Saturdays.

The woman suffered sore knees in 
the attack and lost her bag, which con¬ 
tained £25 and personal items. 


Fire crew revive guinea pig after blaze 



This tiny guinea pig survived a fire in a 
Bloxwich back garden that claimed the 
lives of three other family pets. 

Firefighters were called to Bagnall 
Street, Leamore, at 8.30pm last week after 
a shed and rabbit hutch caught alight. Ten- 
year-old Demilea Wood dialled 999 after 
spotting the flames. 

The two-year-old guinea pig was revived 
by firefighter Nigel Hawkins, from 
Bloxwich fire station, who put an oxygen 
mask over her face to give her air. The black 


and white pet is now recovering despite 
being covered in soot and has been renamed 
Lucky. Mother-of-five Diane Wood said the 
family was delighted Lucky had been saved 
but devastated at the loss of their other 
pets, two-year-old guinea pigs Punk and 
Rosie and five-month-old rabbit Poppy. Mrs 
Wood said: “I was downstairs watching 
Eastenders on the telly when my son Luke 
ran downstairs to tell me the shed was on 
fire. He had been on the Playstation with 
my other son Jack when he just happened 


to look out of their bedroom window and 
saw that the shed was on fire with lots of 
smoke pouring out of it. 

‘My daughter, Demilea, dialled 999 while 
my daughter-in-law, Grace, ran outside to 
try and get the pets out of the shed. But it 
was too dangerous.” 

Mrs Wood, 47, a housewife, said they had 
no idea what caused the fire which 
destroyed the small wooden shed, the 
rabbit hutch and scorched a second shed in 
the adjoining property. 


Two robbers threaten 
gran with a crowbar

A terrified grandmother was threatened with a 
crowbar when burglars broke into her home and 
ordered she hand over money. 

Two hooded robbers stormed into Elaine Wood’s house and 
tried to force their way into her bedroom as she desperately 
held on to the door. The grandmother of 15 today told how she 
was ordered downstairs but as alarms went off the burglars 
made off with just £30. 

Mrs Wood, aged 52, was at home in Rushall, Walsall, with her 
daughter Lorraine, 22, and three-year-old grand-daughter when the 
robbery took place. 

The housewife said: “I heard the alarm going off so I jumped out of 
bed and opened the bedroom door. 

“Two of them were standing there. I slammed the door back and 
put all my weight against it but I couldn’t hold it. 

Screaming 

“I heard the crack of the crow bar against the bedroom door and 
my legs just went. We were all screaming. My grand-daughter was 
crying and yelling don’t let them in.” 

The raid took place at about 6.30am on December 9, while Mrs 
Wood’s husband Philip, a builder, was away on business. They 
marched grandmother and mother-of-five Mrs Wood downstairs and 
forced her to turn off the alarm before ordering her to hand over 
money. 

“They said ‘what have you got?’ and I pointed to a small amount of 
money in the cupboard.” 

The alarm automatically went off again, scaring the thieves who 
escaped through the patio door. All three were shaken but uninjured. 
Police are studying CCTV footage. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman Joanne Hunt said: “Two men 
are believed to have broken into the house, on Barns Lane, around 
6.35am and 6.50am.” 

Last hospital block being 
brought down at Manor 

Demolition of an historic 
hospital building dating 
back almost 200 years has 
begun - marking the end of 
an era. 

St John’s wing has been 
empty since the £170 
million transformation of 
Walsall’s Manor Hospital. It 
was most recently a staff 
learning and development 
centre and home to the hos¬ 
pital radio station - now in 
the maternity unit. 

Known as the Walsall 
Union Workhouse it was 
built in 1838, when it also 
replaced the 18th century 
Bloxwich Workhouse on 
what was then Chapel 
Green. Enlarged in 1842 
and then again in 1881 and 
1903. 

The St John’s Wing is the 
final building to go in a 
revamp which saw units for 
family health, training and 
outpatients provided.

New 999 
HQ put 
on hold 

A new ambulance station head¬ 
quarters in the heart of Walsall is on 
hold with another base now due to 
open in Aldridge. 

Plans for a modern central hub for 
paramedics were unveiled after it 
became public Morrisons were 
looking to take over Aldridge Ambu¬ 
lance Station to expand its store. 

However, West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service confirmed today 
another location had been found in 
Aldridge for a station. 

The site has not been revealed at 
this stage although bosses insist it is 
a short-term lease measure. A review 
of provision in the area is currently 
taking place casting further doubt a 
base in Walsall will come to fruition in 
the near future. 

The existing Aldridge Ambulance 
Station in Anchor Road is to be demol¬ 
ished to make way for the supermar¬ 
ket expansion. It was granted 
permission by Walsall Council at the 
second attempt earlier this year. 

It is anticipated paramedics will 
move into the new facilities in 
Aldridge in February. This will allow 
Morrisons to begin work to expand its 
store. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman Murray MacGregor said: 
“We are hopeful we have found a loca¬ 
tion close to where the existing ambu¬ 
lance station is. 

“We will lease it over the short-term 
while we review the ambulance provi¬ 
sion in the area. It is about the same 
size and will be more modern.” 

Keep goods 
locked away 

Walsall police are warning festive 
shoppers and bargain hunters lock 
their goods in the boot while shop¬ 
ping. 

Busy shoppers keen to get the shop¬ 
ping done in one go often return to the 
car to get rid of bags they can’t carry. 

However, police are warning the 
sight of a car glittering with Christ¬ 
mas gifts or sales bargains could 
prove too much temptation for oppor¬ 
tunistic thieves. 

Police advice is to hide all shopping 
out of sight in the boot of the car and 
to remember to lock it! 

Officers are also reminding shop¬ 
pers at this time of year to always be 
aware of their surroundings and keep 
wallets and purses hidden at all 
times. 

Other advice includes: don’t leave 
anything on display in your car — even 
an old coat on the back seat is a temp¬ 
tation for someone to smash and grab. 
Thieves steal first and think about 
value later.

outbreak 

Stray dogs can no longer be taken in 
by an animal rescue centre in Walsall 
after an outbreak of an infectious 
illness. 

Councils have been stopped from 
taking the animals to Rosedene 
Animal Rescue in Rushall because of 
the disease among existing dogs. 

The Radley Road centre houses 
about 60 dogs at full capacity, and dog 
wardens in Sandwell and Dudley 
deliver strays there to be looked after. 
Both councils have been forced to 
suspend the service after news of the 
illness. 

Phil Parker, spokesman for Dudley 
Council, said: “We have been notified 
by the vets that Rosedene animal 
rescue centre is currently not able to 
take stray dogs because of a report of 
an infectious illness among the 
animals. 

“We are currently working on alter¬ 
native kennelling arrangements.” 

The council has left a message on its 
website saying it is unable to provide 
a stray dog collection service, and it is 
hoped that the disruption will be 
short-lived and service will, hopefully, 
be resumed next week. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for safer communities Councillor 
Derek Rowley said: “We temporarily 
suspended our stray dog service on 
Friday and are currently looking for 
alternative kennels. We hope the 
service will resume by the end of the 
week. Via our contact centre, we can 
pass the details of anyone who calls 
about a stray dog to K9 Search UK.” 

Street vice 
crackdown 

More than 20 prostitutes have been 
issued with street cautions in the last 
three months as part of a crackdown 
on Walsall’s vice trade. 

Four were arrested and charged 
with loitering for the purpose of pros¬ 
titution and one man arrested for 
soliciting a person for such a reason. 

He received a police caution as a 
total of 23 prostitutes have been given 
the street cautions since September 
by police. Hotspot areas in Caldmore, 
Palfrey and Pleck are being targeted 
with officers having the powers to con¬ 
fiscate and crush kerb crawlers’ cars. 

Five were seized in the 18 months 
prior to last summer with two given 
back to owners who paid a fine and the 
other three crushed after drivers 
refused to pay. 

Sgt Richard Jacques, of Caldmore 
and Palfrey Neighbourhood Police 
Team, said: “We have had no further 
vehicles seized but five warnings 
issued, and it would appear that kerb 
crawlers are beginning to get the 
message. 

“Over the past three months 23 sex 
workers have been issued street cau¬ 
tions.”

Pain on way as cuts 
bite says Tory leader 


The leader of Walsall Council has warned that the multi¬ 
million-pound budget cuts would lead to the toughest time in 
the borough in years. 

Conservative-run Walsall has lost £19.5m in government grants 
over the next two years and will see its overall budget slashed from 
£296m to £262m when the council tax freeze is taken into account. 


Walsall is already drawing up 
budget cuts of £65 million over the 
next three years - a move that will 
affect more than 400 jobs and result in 
the closure of libraries, markets and 
creches across the borough. 

While last week’s announcement 
looks less severe than already planned 
for, further cuts in funding have not 
been ruled out. 

Councillor Mike Bird, leader of the 
council, said there would now have to 
be a “root and branch review” of serv¬ 
ices to see where cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures could be made following the cuts 
announcement by Communities Sec¬ 
retary Eric Pickles. 

The council will have to work out 
how they can continue to finance even 
basic services like bin collections and 
road maintenance. 

Councillor Bird said: “This will 
inevitably impact on council jobs, but 
we will be doing everything possible to 
minimise the impact on employees.” 

He described the cuts as disappoint¬ 
ing. 

“We have got to deliver services in a 
different way. In 12 or 18 months time, 
Walsall Council will not be the same 
as it is now.” 

Shared 

“Shared services, such as public 
health, between the Black Country 
councils will happen. There is no point 
us spending money for the same serv¬ 
ices four times over. 

“The cuts are disappointing but we 
didn’t start this. The Labour Govern¬ 
ment left this country in an awful 
mess and the current Government is 
just trying to address the problems.” 

Councillor Bird added: “We need to 
tighten our belts now. We don’t know 
the full impact yet because we are still 
analysing it all but, inevitably, cuts 
lead to losses in jobs. We will try to 
accommodate these through volun¬ 
tary redundancies but there may have 
to compulsory redundancies. 

“Despite all this, I must commend 
the staff. Realism has crept into the 
council structure now, they accept 
that out in the wide world things like 
this have been happening for more 
than two years and now, unfortu¬ 
nately, it is in the public sector. But 
morale is high.here were disappointed 
faces at first, but now people are 
getting their heads down and carrying 
on with it, which is the British spirit.” 

Walsall’s Labour opposition leader,

Councilor Tim Oliver said: “These cuts 
by the Government are much too far, 
much too fast. They are unnecessary 
and are based on an ideology rather 
than facts. 

“We have already seen the ending of 
Building Schools for the Future and 
there will now be even more losses in 
Walsall. We will definitely see the clo¬ 
sures of libraries, leisure centres, 
youth clubs and day centres, and there 
will be more potholes in the roads. 

“Overall, the impact will be clearly 
felt by the people in Walsall. More 
people will lose their jobs, both in and 
outside of the council, and there will 
be a downward spiral rather than 
recovery.” 

Under cuts already revealed last 
month, Darlaston Market will be shut, 
creches axed and art galleries and 
museum services will be cut back. The 
total saved by the measures will be 
£16.6m over 12 months. 

Permits 

Townsfolk can also expect to see the 
cost of parking permits increased, less 
council-funded transport for the 
elderly and fewer street-cleaning staff 
and vehicles. 

Redundancies will hit workers 
across the board and they will also be 
given less overtime. 

All 16 Walsall libraries will be under 
review and the lowest performers face 
closure. 

More than 180 vacant posts will not 
be filled and the remaining job losses 
will be achieved through voluntary 
and compulsory redundancies. 

In social care alone, 149 jobs are 
believed to be at risk. 

Other plans include the introduc¬ 
tion of charges for tradesmen’s 
parking dispensations, the closure of 
New Art Gallery Walsall on Sundays 
and bank holidays, and the closure of 
creches at Oak Park and Bloxwich 
leisure centres. 

The full council is scheduled to 
approve the final revenue budget for 
2011-12 on February 24. 

Neighbouring Sandwell Council, 
which is controlled by Labour, accused 
the Government of imposing “dis¬ 
graceful” cuts which will bring about 
the loss of 700 public sector jobs. 

The authority’s annual budget will 
fall from £353m to £313m which 
includes a £35m cut in grants.

“One resident told me the salesman 
was badgering him on the doorstep 
and then all the way down his drive¬ 
way. 

“I think these people are almost as 
bad as the distraction burglars. It can 
be very distressing for elderly and 
vulnerable people to have someone on 
their doorstep being so aggressive.” 

Councillor Perry added: “We have 
had a very bad winter, and people are 
worried about their energy bills. It is 
an issue that is playing on people’s 
minds, but I don’t want them being 
bullied into making a decision. 

Police said they had contacted the 
company in question, but would not 
reveal its name. Spokeswoman Gina 
Lycett said the sales workers were 
using hard tactics and anyone with 
any concerns should contact trading 
standards.

£ 16 m housing project

An established Walsall community 
has been rejuvenated with more than 
£16m of new homes. 

Walsall Housing Group (WHG) has built 
130 homes in Bentley. Part of the invest¬ 
ment included £7.5m from the Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA). 

The properties range from two bedroom bunga¬ 
lows and apartments to four bedroom family 
houses. 

The homes have been built on four sites within 
walking distance of each other and the final phase 
of the project — Parsons House - has now been 
handed over to whg. 

Residents have immediately begun to move 
into the building, which has 60 two bedroom 
apartments and is exclusively for people aged 
over 55. Facilities at Parsons House for use by the 
residents include a lounge and two roof gardens 
with spectacular views across the Black Country 
skyline. 

Regeneration 

Gary Fulford, chief executive of WHG, said: “It 
is great to complete work on these four projects 
and to see the regeneration of the area. Many res¬ 
idents of Parsons House are moving from nearby 
family homes which will be used to house young 
families with children. 

“The properties have been built to a very high 
specification and I’m sure the residents will settle 
into their new surroundings very quickly.” 

Coleshill-based contractor Frank Haslam 
Milan (FHM) has worked with WHG on the large 
scale regeneration project. Managing director 
Fraser Mercer added: “We are delighted to have 
handed over Parsons House to WHG and to have 
played an important part in the rejuvenation of 
Bentley.” 

Work to regenerate the four sites began in 
summer 2008 and has brought four pieces of 
redundant land back into use. The sites were pre¬ 
viously a clinic, vacant garages, a vandalised 
public house and two blocks of multi-storey flats. 

The redevelopment has been funded by whg, 
the HCA (the national housing and regeneration 
agency for England) and View, the regeneration 
fund jointly managed by WHG and Walsall 
Council. 

Christine Seaton, Black Country area manager 
for the HCA West Midlands, said: “It is fantastic 
news that this scheme is now complete and the 
HCA is pleased our investment has enabled these 
130 homes to be built, providing much-needed 
affordable housing in Walsall.”

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Dipsersal order to combat yobs 


Troublemakers who cause nuisance in a 
neighbourhood on the Walsall and 
Sandwell border will be moved on when a 
six-month dispersal order comes into force 
this month. 

Police have secured the order in 
Pheasey to crackdown on anti-social 
behaviour across the neighbourhood. 

It was granted following consultation 
with Walsall Council and became active 
from December 22 and will run until 
January 22. 

The dispersal order allows officers to 
remove groups of two or more young 
people between 9pm and 6am. Anyone 
under 16 found in the area without an 
adult or parent supervision can be taken 


back to their home. The order follows com¬ 
plaints about groups of young people con¬ 
gregating outside shops, bus shelters and 
causing general nuisance. 

Streets covered include Collingwood 
Drive, Beacon Road, Doe Bank Lane and 
surrounding areas. 

Sgt Andrew Middleton, from the 
Streetly and Pheasey neighbourhood 
team, said: “We have received complaints 
from local residents and businesses about 
young people congregating and causing 
nuisance in and around the Pheasey 
estate. 

“The new dispersal order strengthens 
our power within the area, which will 
mean we can disperse groups. We take 


anti-social behaviour seriously and hope 
the new dispersal order will be a very 
effective addition to our armoury when it 
comes to dealing with problems of this 
nature.” 

A dispersal order was also granted in 
Bloxwich recently and is proving a 
success. 

The order, which covers the Mossley 
estate, was granted on November 15 and 
since then there have been fewer calls 
from residents reporting anti-social 
behaviour, which in the past has included 
gangs egging buildings and burning trees. 

Officers from West Midlands Police 
patrol the streets on a daily basis from 
2pm until 10pm. 


Bus fares 
rising in 
New Year 

Bus fares in the West 
Midlands will be 
increased by an inflation- 
busting 5.8 per cent from 
January 2. 

The announcement 
has been criticised as 
“disgusting” by Wolver¬ 
hampton Councillor 
Judith Rowley, who sits 
on the region’s transport 
authority Centro. 

The price of a single 
National Express West 
Midlands fare will go up 
from £1.70 to £1.80. 

The price of a

Bosses said revenue 
would go towards invest¬ 
ing in the region’s bus 
network next year, 
including the introduc¬ 
tion of 120 new vehicles. 

Metro fares will also 
increase under the 
changes. The cost of an 
adult Metro Daytripper 
ticket will go up from 
£4.40 to £4.50, an 
increase of 2.27 per cent, 
while a family Daytrip¬ 
per ticket will go up 5.8 
per cent from £8.50 to £9.

Labouring the point over extent of 
UK representation in EU parliament

Sinclair when she attempted to 
unfurl a banner in the EU parlia¬ 
ment building. Ms Sinclair 
claims she was badly treated by 
leaders of her own party in being 
removed as a UKIP MEP 
According to Ms. Sinclaire, all 
this may be linked to her stated 
dissatisfaction with her party’s 
links to right wing groups.

EDGBASTON IS ALL 
SET FOR NEW AREA

Cricket fans can see the £30m expansion of War¬ 
wickshire’s Edgbaston ground, increasing capac¬ 
ity to 25,000, continuing apace. 

The playing surface, grown to Warwickshire’s specifi¬ 
cation in a field in Lincolnshire, has been relaid with a 
new drainage system and permanent floodlights fitted. 

The framework for the new stand, which sits between the 
Eric Hollies Stand and the Priory Stand is also nearly finished. 

Bosses revealed the naming rights for the new stand would 
be established in the new year. 

Club chief executive Colin Povey said: “We’re just coming 
onto that stage of the development. We will be starting to 
approach companies in the new year.” 

The curved shell of the building, which will eventually be 
coated in silver-coloured aluminium panels, is nearly finished 
and will expand the seating and media facilities, bringing the 
stadium into line with the iconic press box at Lord’s. 

The finished work will feature five new floodlights, offices, 
shops and apartments at the site. It is set for completion in 
time for England’s Test match against India on August 10 next 
year. 

Phil Macdonald, project director at Edgbaston, said: “The 
new facilities will be like rugby and football grounds with a 
covered concourse between the new stand and the Eric Hollies 
Stand. 

Design 

“The new stadium will have the best facilities for media in 
England with parts of the third and fourth floor for broadcast 
and print media inside the steel box design which will sit on top 
of the new stand.” 

The work will give Warwickshire the best chance to compete 
for international matches, alongside the new competition from 
ground’s including Durham’s Chester-le-Street, Hampshire’s 
Rose Bowl and Glamorgan’s Swalec Stadium. 

Povey added: “The expansions puts us in a very strong posi¬ 
tion. We will have the largest capacity for a ground outside 
London and more than Trent Bridge’s 17,000 in Nottingham 
and the 15,000 capacity at Cardiff, with whom we’re effectively 
competing. 

“It should keep Edgbaston on that main rosta of Test 
grounds.” 

The expansion will not harm the atmosphere Edgbaston has 
developed in recent years, the most vocal support England 
receive on home soil. 

Mr Povey added: “England win here more often than any¬ 
where else, the players love the noise and the crowds love the 
fun atmosphere so it’s a win-win.” 

As the project nears completion, lifts stairs and seats will be 
installed. 

Alongside the stadium work, the ground is being fitted with 
modern drainage to guarantee play by helping the outfield to 
cope with rain. Permanent floodlights will mean less light 
spillage from day/night matches for nearby residents and 
make taking high catches easier for fielders as the bulbs used 
produce less glare. 

The redevelopment is expected to guarantee a place for inter¬ 
national cricket in Birmingham and an Ashes match in 2013. 

It will feature an “unusually shaped” square structure to 
house a banqueting suite. The former Calthorpe stand, the old 
pavilion and the old indoor cricket school were all bulldozed. 
The stadium has been reconfigured alongside the demolition 
and still has a capacity of 17,000.

Sessions take place on Friday nights 
and Saturday mornings. 

The children faced an eight hour 
assessment at the university recently 
before finding out they had been suc¬ 
cessful. 

It marked the culmination of hours of 
practice. 

Karate tutor Paul Cicarella praised 
the friends for their success at such a 
young age. Mr Cicarella said: “The 
standard of people going for the black 
belt is quite high this year. They did 


really well, especially for their age as 
most don’t make it that far.” 

The youngest to have achieved the 
black belt is Navin, who lives with his 
family in Willenhall. 

He said: “I enjoy it because my 
friends are there and it is a lot of fun. 

“It is my favourite activity along with 
football. I enjoy the sparring the best 
and it feels really good to get the black 
belt,” he added. 

His mother Jas Johal, aged 39, said: 
“They have all done very well and we 
are really proud of them. 

“It is a big achievement at such a 
young age.” 


We must get 
the fans back 
says Byfield 

Walsall skipper Darren Byfield has admitted the 
onus is on the Saddlers to get their fans back onside. 

Supporters’ group Unity were due to launch 2,000 
balloons to signify how many fans the club have lost 
since the end of the 2007-08 season. 

But the postponement of the home clash with 
Southampton because of a frozen pitch has put their 
plans on ice. 

The fans have become increasingly frustrated 
with the Saddlers’ season, with the club second 
bottom of League One, but Byfield insisted it is up to 
the players to change their minds. 

“There’s no point saying ‘the fans aren’t doing this 
or that’ we have to deal with it,” he said. “We’ve got 
to make it great for them, we can set them off. 

“If you’re telling yourself ‘the fans aren’t doing 
this’ it’s because we’re not doing what we should be 
doing on the pitch.” 

We can ask the fans to be a bit more patient with 
us but they pay their money and have a right to say 
what they want. 

“We’ve got to set them off, we’ve got to give the fans 
something to shout about.” 

Byfield is still out with a knee injury but is 
expected to step up his recovery after an injection 
this week. 

The 34-year-old has been out since September and 
will be out until the new year but the club are 
hopeful his time on the sidelines is nearing an end.
